Domestic Imdustiry.

At a publie meeting of the friends of
domesic indus'ry, held in Philabelphia,
April 29, 1869, the following resolutions
were unacimoansly adopted:—

Wneneas, the Congressional Commit-
tee of Way< and Means is instructed to
consider the propriety of revising the
Tariff laws, and to recommend to Con-
gress at its next Session such legislation
upon that subject as may seem to be ex-

pedieut: therefore, Resolved that the fol-
lowing statement be presented to the said
Commi:tee as embodying the views of the
proguctuve lodusiries of this conotry:—

First, That the development of our
own resources and the firm possession of
our own markets are wmuth more impor-
tant than fureign eomwerce to the welfare
of all the people of this nation, to the sol-
vency of the governmenr, and to the at-
traction of the better class of immigrau ts;
and that by uo other methed can a dura-
ble resumption of specie payments be at-
tained than by iacreasing Americao pro-
duction asd checkiog importation.

SEcoNDLY, That to maintain such pos-
sessivn of our own markets, and thus to
atiain fioancial ind:peodence, we must be
able to produce at home nearly all the
manufactured articles needed by our peo-
ple. including those which require the
faeilities of great establishments, of many
workmen trained to special arts, and o/
iarge capital, and we must also be coc-
stantly undertaking those new industries
which the advances in the arts and the
progress of eivil-zation require.

Trinory, That it is impossible for
such great establishments to prosper, tor
smaller ones tospring up, and for the new
industries to take root under = fickle and
sometimes uniriendly policy which holds
them counstantly in tear of revalsions.

Fourtury, That as a means of promo-
ting regular growth in the productive
powers of our country, it is the duty eof
the government to announce, adhere to,
and steadfastly act upoa the policy of
defending its citizens in their industrial
confl:et with foreign nations, of aseuring
to these who sre supporticg the govern-
weot a marked prelerence in our markets
overaliens who are our rivals in peace
and our foes in war, and of obliging for-
eigners who wish to reap theadvantage of
the better markets created by our insti-
tutions to pay toll upon the goods they
scud here, and thui share the expeose of
maintaioing those institutions.

Firruvy, That a policy of firm ani
steady protection to American industry
